F were permitted to mention the nobleman who 

condeſcended to fuggeſt the publication of theſe vo- 
lumes, it would be altogether unneceſſary to offer any 
other recommendation of them. A name which cannot be 
heard or ſpoken without a ſenſe of ſuperior talents, of rare 
fagacity, and political erudition, muſt, at once, attract 
the eager and favourable regard of the public to any 
work, whether original or collective, that may be hö- 
noured by its ſanctiun. But though I am not permitted to 
avail myſelf of ſuch an authority, I have another, which, 
if it fhould not command ſo univerſal and immediate an 
attention, will, I truſt, win its way to public eſtimation 2 
and this is derived from a knowledge of the very impor- 
- tant matter which theſe volumes contain. ( 


The times in which we live have been, and continue 10 
be, ſo very different from thoſe which have preceded them ; 
the events of the preſent period are in ſuch direct oppo- 
ſition to whatever has hitherto occurred in the hiſtory of 
the world, that the ſcience of politics ſeems to have been 
forced over its former boundary, and to have taken the 
lead, if it has not, in a great meaſure, uſurped the place, 
of all others. The ſpirit of political inquiry, like that of

political enterpriſe, has grown upon us. It has opened nes 
avenues of information, and introduced itſelf inlo thoſe 
ranks and receſſes of life, among which, at no very diſ- 
tant period, the great events of the world alone found 
their flow way, and produced but a ſmall comparative 


effee on the opinions and concerns of thoſe who thus read 
or heard them. 


Printed collections of fate papers were then excluſively 
| confined, at leaft as objects of fludy, to the flateſman, the 
| lawyer, and the hifltorian. Publications of this kind alj5 
| were uncommon, and related to former periods : while the 

people at large were not only contented with a very general 

account of national tranſactions, but were even ſatisfied 
with ſuch a knowledge of the buſineſs of parliament itſelf, 
as was offered in the printed votes and minutes of both 
houſes. It would be not only needleſs, but almoſt imper- 
tinent, io ftate at large the change which has ſince taken 
place in the character of the Engliſh people ; while the 
utility of that change, derived from an advancing ſpirit 
« of political inquiry, and a diffuſion of conflitutional know- 
edge, may be aſſerted without the riſk of contradiction. 
That theſe volumes are calculated to afſift, enlarge, and 
direct, that ſpirit of political inquiry, muſt be evident 10 
every one who becomes acquainted with their contents. 
Such à collection of parliamentary papers are eſſential to 
tlie ſtateſman and the ſenator, and muſt be highly uſeful to 


every man who wiſhes to know the hiſtory and underfland

When the nature and 
objects of theſe Proteſts are conſidered, their ſuperior value 
and importance mut receive the ready acknowledgment of 
every refleling mind. They are not the works of official 


or dependent men. They do not proceed from the heat of 


the moment, the hurt -y of the occaſion, or the impulſe of 
paſſion. They are not like public ſpeeches, which ſo often 
take their colour as well as ſentiments from accidental cir- 
cumſtances, and whoſe effects are not expedted to extend 


beyond their immediate objects. The eloquence of public 


debate paſſes, as it were, with the hour that is employed 
in it. The beſt remembrance of it is imperſect, and what- 
ever depends for exiſtence on memory alone, is liable to 
miſrepreſentation.

CHARLES R. 


RUSTY and well beloved, we greet you well. In theſe 
+ great and unſupportable afflictions and calamities, under 
which the poor nation hath been ſo long exerciſed, and by 
which it is ſo near exhauſted, we cannot think of a more 
natural and proper remedy, than to reſort to thoſe for counſel 
and advice who have ſeen and obſerved the firſt beginning of 
our miſeries, the progreſs from bad to worſe, and the miſtakes 
and miſunderſtandings which have produced and contributed 
to inconveniences which were not intended : and after ſo many 
revolutions, and the obſervation of what hath attended them, 
are now truſted by dur good ſubje&s to repair the breaches 
which are made, and to provide proper remedies for thoſe 
evils, and for the laſting peace, happineſs, and ſecurity of the 
kingdom, 5 | - 1 DS 

We do aſſure you, upon our royal word, that none of our 
pa gs have had a greater eſteem of parliaments, as we 

ave in our judgment, as well as from our obligation: we do 
believe them to be ſo vital a part of the conſtitution of the 
kingdom, and ſo neceſſary for the government of it, that we 
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well know neither prince nor people can be in any tolerable 
degree happy without them: and therefore you may be confi- 
dent we ſhall always look upon their counſels as the beſt we 
can receive ; and ſhall be as tender of their privileges, and as 
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near to ourſelf, and moſt neceſſary for our own preſervation, 
And as this is our opinion of parliaments, that their authority 
is moſt neceſſary for the government of the kingdom, ſo we 
are molt confident that you believe and find that the preſerva- 
tion of the King's authority is as neceſſary for the preſervation 
of parliaments ; and that it is not the name, but the right 
conſtitution of them, which can prepare and apply proper 
remedies for thoſe evils, which are grievous to the people, and 
which can thereby eſtabliſh their peace and ſecurity: and 
therefore we have not the leaſt doubt but that you will be as 
tender in, ard as jealous of, any thing that may inftinge our 
honour, or impair our authority, as of your own liberty and 
property, which is beſt preſerved by preſerving the other.

other, in revenge thereof, brought forth fame: which, he 
aid, is the ſame when princes and monarchs have ſuppreſſed 
tual and open rebellion, then the malignity of the people, the 


mother of rebellion, doth bring forth libels, ſlanders, and taxa- 
ion of the ſtate; which, he ſays, is of the ſame kind with re- 
dellion, but more feminine. And without doubt this ſeditious 
daughter of the earth, this ſpirit of libelling, was never more 
pregnant than it is now; nor King, nor Parliament, nor church, 


Nor ſtate, ever more expoſed to thoſe flagella linguæ, thoſe 


trokes of the tongue, from which God Almighty can only pre- 
ſerve the moſt innocent and moſt excellent perſons ; as if re- 
pining and murmuring were the peculiar exerciſe of the na- 
tion, to keep it in health ; as if England had ſo much of the 
merchant, nunquam habendi fructu felix, ſemper autem querend: 
cupiditate miſerrima. Ro, 

Men are in no degree diſpoſed to imitate or remember the 
general excellent temper of the time of Queen Elizabeth; the 
bleſſed condeſcenſion and reſignation of the people then to the 
crown, the awful reverence they then had to the government, 
and to the governors both in church and ſtate. This good and 
happy ſpirit was in a time beyond our memory ; but they re- 
member, as if it were but yeſterday, how few ſubſidies parlia- 
ments then gave to that Queen, how ſmall ſupplies the crown 
then had from the people ; and wonder that the ſame meaſures 
thould not ſtill fill the coffers, and give the ſame reputation, and 
make the ſame noiſe in Chriſtendom. 

But, my Lords and Gentlemen, how bold ſoever ſome un- 
quiet ſpirits are with you, upon this argument, you are much 
ſuperior to thoſe reproaches. You know well, and you can 
make others know, without breaking the a& .of indemnity, 
how the crown hath been ſince uſed ; how our ſovereign lord 
the King found jt at his bleſſed return to it. You can tell the 
world, that as ſoon as he came hither, beſides the infinite that 
he forgave, he gave more money to the people, than he hath 


ſince received from them; that at leaſt two paris of three, that 


they have fince given him, have iſſued for the diſbanding armies

never raiſed by him, and for paying of fleets never ſent o 
by him, and of debts never incurred by him. You will pu WW 
them in mind of the vaſt diſparity between the former times and 
theſe in which we live; and conſequeutly of the diſproportion 
in the expenſe the crown is now at for the protection and be. 
nefit of the ſubjects to what it formerly underwent : how great 
difference there is in the preſent greatneſs and power of the two 
crowns, and what they were then poſſeſſed of, is evident to all 
men; and if the greatneſs and power of the crown of England 
be not in ſome proportion improved too, it may be liable 10 
inconveniences it will not undergo alone. How our neighbour 
and our rivals, who'court one and the ſame miſtreſs, trade and | 
commerce, with all the world, are advanced in ſhipping, 
power, and an immoderate deſire to engroſs the whole traffic of 
the univerſe, is notorious enough; and this unruly appetite 
Will not be reſtrained or diſappointed, nor the trade of this na- 
tion ſupported and maintained, with the fame fleets and forces 
which were maintained in the happy times of Queen Elizabeth. 
Not to ſpeak of the naval power of the Turks, who, inſtead of 
ſculking abroad in poor ſingle ſhips as they were wont to do, 
domincer now on the ocean in ſtrong fleets, make nayal fights, 
and have brought ſome Chriſtians to a better correſpondence, 
and another kind of commerce and tratfic with them, than was 
expected; inſomuch as they apprehend no enemy upon the ſea, 
but what they find in the King of England's ſhips, which hath 
indeed brought no ſmall damage upon them, with no ſmall 
charge to the King, but a great reputation to the nation. 


- My Lords and Gentlemen, ; 
You may with a very good conſcience affure yourſelves, and 
friends and neighbours, that the charge the crown is now 
at, by ſea and land, for the peace and ſecurity and wealth and 
honour of the nation, amounts to no leſs than eight hundred 
thouſand pounds a year, all which did not coſt the crown before 
theſe troubles fourſcore thouſand pounds the year ; and there- 
fore they will never blame you for any ſupply you have given, 
or addition you have made to the revenue of the crown. And 
whoſoever unſkiltully murmurs at the expenſe of Dunkirk, and 
the other new acquiſitions, which ought to be looked upon 3 
jewels of an immenſe magnitude in the royal diadem, do not 
enough remember what we have loſt by Duakick, and ſhould 
always do if it were in an enemy's hands; nor duly conſider 
the vaſt advantages thoſe other dominions are like, by Gods 
bleſſing, in a ſhort time, to bring to the trade, navigation, 
wealth and honour of the King and kingdom. His Majeliy 
hath enough expreſſed his defire to live in a perfect peace and 
; tha fs | | _ 
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Imity with all his neighbours; nor is it an ill ingredient * to- 


ards the firmneſs and ſtability of that peace and amity, which 


is royal anceſtors have held and maintained with them, that he 
ith ſome advantages in caſe of a war, which they were 
ithout. 
It was a right ground of confidence, ſuch an one as ſeldom 
Ieceives men, that the great law-maker, the wiſe Solon, had, 
when he concluded that reverence and obedience would be 
ielded to his laws, becauſe he had taken the pains to make his 
itizens know and underſtand, that it was more for their profit 
o obey law and juſtice, than to contemn and break it, The ex- 
ravagant times of Jicence, which I hope we have almoſt out- 
ived, have ſo far corrupted the minds, and even the nature of 
00 many, that they do not return with that alacrity they ought 
o do into the road and paths of order and government, from 
hich they have ſo long been led aſtray; nor, it may be, is 
there pains enough taken to make them underſtand the profit, 
benefit, and eaſe, which always attends a cheerful obedience and 
ſubmiſſion to laws and government. I am perſuaded, a little 
pains and kindneſs, and condeſcenſion, in the wiſe towards the 
veak, half the diligence and dexterity in converſation and ex- 
ample which hath 'been'uſed.to corrupt the people in their loy- 
alty and underſtanding, will quickly reduce them to their pri- 
itive temper z which is to be the beſt neighbours, and the beſt 
friends, and the beſt' ſubjects of the world: and I make no 
queſtion, but the great piety and devotion, the moderation, 
wiſdom, charity, and hoſpitality, of my lords the biſhops, in 
their ſeveral dioceſes, will in a ſhort time recover the poor 
miſled people. And though the forwardneſs and-pride of ſome 
of their teachers may not be yet enough ſubdued, though ſome 
of the clergy ſtill repeat their old errors, for which they have 
been glad to receive pardon, and do in truth difcredit all their 


other doctrine with the abſence of any viſible repentance for 


what miſchief 'they have formerly done ; yet I hope the laity 


will ſoon return into the boſom of their dear mother the church, 
and eaſily diſcern the fraud and impoſture of their ſeducers; 


and that all diligence and dexterity will be uſed, ſeriouſly and 
heartily to reconcile both clergy and laity, by all means which 
may prove effectual. 

You have, my Lords and Gentlemen, likewiſe" patriots. 
Upon your obſervation, that the moſt ſignal indulgence and 
condeſcenſions, the temporary ſuſpenſion of the rigour of for- 
mer laws, hath not produced the effect which was expected;

T HE knights, citizens, and burgeſſes of the Commons

antageous peace, than to make a war upon them. 


Matters ſtanding thus, the King's fleet being gone into the

redations by the Dutch upon our merchants in all parts. - 
nſtead of delivering up the iſland of Poleroone in the Eaſt

fortunes aſſiſt his Majeſty againſt all oppoſition whatſoever.

They had a complaint 
to his Majeſty, that a captain of one of the ſhips which hv 
Majeſty had Jent to the royal company had, in his voyage 
thither, taken a fort belonging to them, near Cape Vert, 
for which they demanded ſatisfaction. The King aſſure 
them, that he had not the leaſt commiſſion or authority fron 
tim for ſo doing; that he expected him home very ſpeedily, and 
then he ſhould be ſure to undergo that puniſhment which thi 
nature of his offence required, when the matter ſhould be 
examined; and they ſhould be ſure to receive full reparation. 
This ſatisfied. them not; but, in a great fury, they reſolve 
to ſend forth a ſtrong fleet to Guinea, and granted a commiſlion 
(which they took care to.publith).to the commander in chief, 
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to make war upon the Engliſh in thoſe parts, and to do then

The King found himſelf now obliged, in what ſtraight 
erer, to provide for the protection of his ſubjects in thoſe 
parts, and for the ſupport of that trade, which, I doubt, is 
no: enough taken to heart, and the value thereof not enough 
underſtood ; and, in order thereunto, with great ſpeed, cauſed 
a fleet to be made ready tor tha: expedition, under the com- 
mand of his Highneſs Prince Rupert, who was under fail for 
the voyage, when his Majeſty found it neceſſary to ſtop the 
Prince's. further proſecution of it, upon good intelligence that 
the Dutch had appointed their admiral, with a fleet of fifty 
fail, to convoy the other fleet deſigned for Guinea through the 
Channel, in contempt of his Majeſty, who had a very ſmall 
fleet in readineſs; and that De Ruyter was likewiſe ſent out of 
the Straights, from proſecuting the Turks, to make war upon 
the Engliſh in Guinea, when at the ſame time they had ear- 
neſtly preſſed the King, upon many profeſſions of deſire to 
prevent a war, that Prince Rupert's fleet might ſtay in harbour, 
as theirs ſhould do, till ſome means might be found for an 
accommodation of all differences; and, in truth, this very 
difficult ſtratagem, of pretending one thing and intending 
another, of promiſing with all ſolemnity and never reſolving 
to perform, of ſwearing this day not to do a thing, when they 
Shad ſerved their turn by having done it yeſterday, that nobody 
could know, is the higheſt pinnacle of their wiſdom of ſtate, 
Dy which they govern their affairs, and delude their neigh- 
ours. 
The winds were not favourable to this triumphant deſign. 
And now the King found the value of the vote and declara- 
tion of his Parliament; it was a rich and a maſſy vote, which 
in a ſhort time he coined into two hundred thouſand pounds 
ready money, in the chamber of the city of London, with 
which he gave order forthwith to make ready more ſhips; and 
the Duke going himſelf to the fleet, by his indefatigable in- 
luſtry, with incredible expedition, added ſo many good ſhips 
to thoſe under the command of Prince Rupert, that in No- 
ember he put himſelf on board the fleet, 8 to ſtop the 
Dutch, if the wind gave them leave to purſue their former re- 
folution, which, from the time the Duke was known to be at 
lea, they fairly declined, and were content rather to be ſafe 
in their own harbours, than to look to the ſecurity of their 
merchants. It was high time now to ſeize upon as many of 
their ſhips as came in our way, to ſatisfy the damages we had 
reaſon. to believe we ſhould ſuſtain from De Ruyter's expe- 
tion into Guinea with the commiſſion mentioned before; 
ut there was not the lading of one ſhip ſold, or diſpoſed of, 
ill his Majeſty: received full information of De Ruyter's having 
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begun the war upon the coaſt of Africa, by ſeizing upon our 
ſhips, taking our torts, and committing all the acts of hoſtility 
which his new commiſſion directed him unto ; his Majeſty like. 
wiſe at the ſame time receiving new advertifement of their 
refuſal to deliver up the iſland of Poleroone 10 him, which they 
were bound to by their treaty. And will you not wonder, 
after all this, at the confidence of theſe men; and more, that 
any neighbour prince ſhould have that confidence in them, as 
to declare, that the King our maſter is the aggreſſor, that he 
firſt began the war? : | 
From this time the war began to be more in earneſt, and to 
be carried on at another expenſe. Though his Royal Highneſs 
ventured himſelf” in November, in a fleet conſiſting of little 
more than fifty ſhips, to ſtop the Dutch from paſling through 
the Channel, yet, in April (which was within few days after 
your prorogation at the end of your laſt ſeſſion) he went again 
to ſea, with a much ſtronger fleet, and more proportionate 
to the great preparations the enemy had made; and even after 
he was gone to fea, upon great additions of ſtrength every 
day made by the Dutch, more good ſhips were ſent to rein- 
force the fleet; inſomuch as, upon that glorious third of June, 
when they had the courage to viſit our coaſts, after the Duke 
had in vain called upon them at their own doors, and took 
many of their merchants ſhips in their ſight, the Engliſh fleet 
conſiſted of very few lefs than one hundred ſail. The aQion 
and blefling of that day have been celebrated in all the churches 
in England, and in the hearty devotions of all true Engliſh- 
men; and therefore I ſhall ſay no more of it here, ſave only, 
that whether the public joy then, eyen upon the ſolemn than 
giving-day, was fuperior to the univerſal conſternation that 


ſpread itfelf over the nation before, I appeal to the breaſts of 


all here preſent, We, who had the honour to be near the 


King at that time, obſerved him to be in that agony that can- | 


not be expreſſed, an agony himſelf could not have long en- 
dured,” even when, by all the intelligence he received hourly 
from the coaſt, he had reaſon to aſſure himſelf of the viQory. 
In that great action, we ſunk, burned, and took, eighteen 
good ſhips of war, whereof half were the beſt they had, with 
the loſs of one ſingle ſmall ſhip of ours, but of many noble 


and gallant perſons, of too much value to be ventured (it 


there had not been a greater venture) againſt ſuch traſh, and 
whoſe memories ought ever to be preſerved, and extolled, and 
made'precious to poſterity. No diligence was omitted, but al 


imaginable expedition uſed, in refreſhing, repairing, and ſet. 


ting out the fleet again; in order to which, the King himſel 
made à journey thither, and Raid till he. faw all ready * 
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to ſail; but then, no intreaty, no importunity, could prevail 
with him to venture his brother again, though his family and 
all preparations for the voyage were ſtill on board. His Ma- 
jeſty too well remembered, and {till felt, the impreſſions he 
had undergone the third of June; and having got his brother 
into his arms again, he would not return without him, com- 
mitting the charge of the fleet to the Earl of Sandwich, who 
had acted ſo good a part in it. 71 1 
Within few days after, the beginning of July, the Earl of 
Sandwich went again to the coaſt of Holland, with a fleet in 
no degree inferior with the former, and rode before the 
WET cxcl, to invite the Dutch to a new engagement, they having 
ed all the arts at home to conceal the loſs and diſhonour 
bey had undergone, and pretended to be very ready and ſolir 
kitous for another battle, when there was no appearance of 
heir purpoſe, to come out: and, upon ſure intelligence that 
the Eaſt India fleet was coming about by the north, he received 
WWorders to go for Norway, upon ſuch encoyragement as was 
ot made good: ſo that he was diſappointed of the expecta- 
ion he had very reaſonably carried with him thither, and at 
a ſeaſon when that climate gives little encouragement to abide 
n thoſe ſeas, I am not yet to enlarge upon that matter, till 
e hear a better account from ſome of our friends; however, 
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I do not mention the great number of priſoners we have 
aken, an army of priſoners, who in truth do us more harm 
t land than ever they did at ſea; and are a charge that never 
ell under our eſtimate and computation. I would not be un- 
erſtood, that we had entered upon a war and never thought 
f priſoners, and ſick and wounded men; but that the priſon- 
rs and wounded men ſhould bring upon us ſo prodigious an 
xpenſe, and of which we can yet fee no bottom, inſomuch as 
n one place, I think Colcheſter, that, charge comes to twelve 
undred pounds the week; I ſay, ſuch an expenſe never came

But here we cannot, in juſtice, omit to acknowledge the 
preſent good management of the treaſury, whereby, tor the 
honour of your government, and the advantage of ihe whole 
nation, no unneceſſary tallics, with intetcit, are permitted to 
be ſtruck, nor more money at any time borrowed than the ne- 
ceſſities of the nation do require ; and care is taken for ſupport-

And we humbly crave leave further to repreſent to your Ma- 
jeſty, that though your Commons (who are always ready to 
ſupport the dignity of the crown) had amply providcd all thoſe 
ſums which (according to the largeſt eftimates laid before 
them) were thought neceſſary for the occaſions of the civil lit; 
yet over and above the ſaid ſums, and out of the aids given 

y Parliament, (which, by the law of England, are appro- 
priated, and ought to have been employed to the commen prokt 
of the whole realm,) many large ſums of money, during the 
time of ſuch heavy taxes upon the people, have been diverted, 
under the head of ſecret ſervices, and for ſalaries, bounties, 
and penſions to private perſons, which (if proper to be pail 
at all) ought to have been ſupplied out of the civil liſt ; nay, to 
fo great a degree did this profuſeneſs extend, that ſeveral thou- 
fand pounds were paid out of the public aid, to purchaſe great 
places for the late Earl of Sunderland, and the preſent Earl of 
Albemarle : fo little could your Commons depend upon the 
integrity of the- public officers, ſo little regard was had dy 
them to thoſe heavy taxes the people lay under, that no- 
thing leſs could ſecure the public money from miſapplications 
than an expreſs clauſe of appropriation; which, though not a 
all neceſſary for the ſecurity of the public money in gener, 
but only to direct the application of it in ſome particular caſes; 
yet, whenever your Commons made no ſuch particular app!” 
priation, they ſeldom failed to miſapply the public money, 
which has been angther great cauſe of the heavy debt that lis

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And your Commons humbly crave leave further to repreſent 
to your Majeſty, that the ancient and eſtabliſhed method of 
accounting in your Majeſty's exchequer hath been in manner 
following; that is to ſay, the auditor of the receipt is to make 
out and tranſmit the impreſt rolls half-yearly to your Majeſty's 
remembrancer, in order to the charging and profecuting of 
accountants; which being communicated to the auditors of the 
impreſt, they are to certify to the ſaid remembrancer, what 
accountants have not brought in, or proſecuted their accounts ; 
and thereupon the remembrancer 1s obliged, every ifſuable 
term, to iſſue out proceſs againſt them: ſo that the auditor of 
the receipt is the main wheel that ſets all the reſt a- going; and 
when that great officer is deficient in his duty, it is not regular, 
nor indeed poſſible, for the reſt to proceed; but all proceſs 
againſt accountants muſt be at a ſtand, and your Majeſty, and 
all your loyal ſubjects, muſt extremely ſuffer by it. And as to 
the clerk of the pells, he is to examine the impreſt rolls, but 
the auditor 1s obliged to tranſinit them to the remembrancer ; 
and when, through the negle& or corruption of the ſaid offi- 
eers, this ancient method and courſc of the exchequer was not 
ſo ſtrictly obſerved as it ought to have been, it was expreſsly 
provided by an act of Parliament, fo lately made as in the eighth 
and ninth years of the reign of his late Majeſty King Wil- 
liam, of glorious memory, and intituled, „An Act for the 
better Obſervation of the Courſe anciently uſed in the Receipt 
of the Exchequer,” in theſe words following; that is to ſay, 
« That the auditor of the receipt ſhall tranſmit the ordinary 
impreſt rolls half-yearly to the King's remembrancer, in order 
to the charging or proſecuting of accountants, and ſhall half- 
yearly, to wit, at Eaſter and Michaelmas, make out, and 
tranſmit to the ſaid commiſſioners of the treaſury, or the trea- 
ſurer for the time being, the declaration of the receipts, iſſues, 
and remains, at the exchequer, for every half-year ſucceſſively : 
all which matters and things, and all other matters and things 
belonging to the office and duty of the auditor of the receipt, 
ſhall be faithfully and carefully done and performed by the au- 
ditor of the receipt for the time being, in ſuch manner as hath 
been anciently accuſtomed.” And it is thereby further pro- 
vided, « That the ſaid auditor do, as frequently as he thinks 
ft, but at leaſt once in every three months, carefully examine 
the tellers vouchers for the payments, which he allows in his 
weekly certificates.“ But ſo it is, moſt gracious Sovereign, that, 
notwithſtanding the plain and expreſs words of the ſaid ſtatute, 
ſo lately made, when Charles, Lord Halifax, the preſent au- 
ditor of the receipt, was himſelf a member of that Parlia- 
ment, yet he hath taken ſo little care to diſcharge the duty of

courſe of the war, have been linking by degrees, on the part 
of Holland; fo that, in this laſt year, we find the number in 
which they fell ſhort of their three-fifths to your Majeſty's 
two-fifths, to have been 20,837 men: we are not unmindtul, 
that in the ycar 1703 a treaty was made between the two n- 
tions, for a joint augmentation of 20,000 men ; wherein the 
proportions were varied, and England conſented to take half 
upon itſelf : but it having been annexed, as an exprels con- 


dition, to the grant of the ſaid augmentation in Parliamen,

OUR faithful Commons do now attend you Majeſty with 


their laſt bill of ſupply for the public

As their fupplies, Sir, are equal to your Majeſty's demand, 
ſo your Commons have made theſe grants to your Majeſty, as 
they judged them to be adequate alſo to the nature, the impor- 
tance, and the neceſſity of the ſervices. | 
What your Coramons have given, the manner of their gift, 
and the latitude allowed in the difpoſition of great part of it, 
are ſo many marks of the ſenſe they have of the cauſe it is for, 
of the confidence they repoſe in your Majeſty for the due ap- 
plication of it, and of the defire they had alſo, that our ene- 
mies might conceive no hopes from our unexpected difadvan- 
tages and moſt unaccountable diſappointments the laſt year, 
that this nation was either unwilling, or yet unable, to main- 
tain its own rights and rank, or thoſe of its allies, againſt the 
diſturbers of Europe, their ambition and perſidy.

heart, as it is certainly molt wanted by your ſubjeRs, a ſpeedy, 
an honourable, and a laſting pacification. 


To the obtaining of which molt deſirable end has the atten-

Tvas their firſt and principal care: and when that was done,

deceitful gaming, that corrupter of mind and morals in the 
higheſt as well as the loweſt of a people. 


There are other bills, Sir, to prevent two very growing and 
reproachful evils to the public—the running in of goods and. 
merchandiſe to avoid payment of the legal and accuſtomed 


duties; and the extravagant uſe and. conſumption of French 
cambrics : both of them enriching our dangerous rival in 


trade and power, Tue firſt of them grown to an enormity _ 


beyond the controul of all law, and carried to the moſt daring 


and impudent defiance of all government; the other to an ex- 
penſe and clear loſs to the nation of two hundred thouſand ' 


pounds a year; of no neceſſity, of no particular conveniency, 
but the refult of humour and faſhion only ; and to our double 
ſhame be it ſpoken, almoſt the only faſhion we do not take from 
that people of whom we purchaſe this commodity. 

Some part of the ſeſſion, Sir, has been employed by your 
Commons, not unuſefully, we hope, to the public, in the 
moſt intereſting diſquiſition of all others to this nation. 

The honour of the Britiſh flag is moſt juſtly deemed the chief 


honour of the Britiſh empire. It has made us the envy and 


the terror of all other nations. Our annals, and thoſe of our 


enemies too, bear teſtimony of its glory in all ages. Some 
other countries equal, perhaps exceed us in other ſpecies of 


military ſtrength, not in bravery, though in numbers; but the 


naval Power of this iſland was never exceeded or equalled by 


any,

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any, and is now far ſuperior to the maritime force of any 
ather country whatſoever. In the Mediterranean ſeas, laſt 
year, we were confeſſedly ſuperior to the united flects of France 
and Spain, conſiſting of the flower and chief ſtrength of both 
their navies; but to the aſtoniſhment of the world the enemy 
eſcaped almoft with triumph, when Providence had thrown 
them almoſt into our hands; and the nobleſt occaſion was 
thereby- loſt of eſtablithing the greatneſs of the Britiſh navy 
againſt all pretence of rivalry, and of deciding perhaps in our 
ſavobr at once, the fate of the whole war, | 
Under theſe circumſtances, Sir, unbecoming and unpardon- 
able would it have been in your Commons, not to have made 
this fouF mifcarriage the ſubject of their ancient, conſtitutional, 
and neceſſary power of inquiry into every public ſervice. They 
entered into it, and purſued it with an impartiality and with a 
ſolemnity that became their juſtice and their dignity ; worthy 
. of the great national importance it is of, and worthy the royal 
juſtice to which they have now appealed. To you, Sir, your 
people in Parliament have deferred this great cauſe of their 
country; to give it an examination in legal courſe of trial, 


without diſtinction of perfons or degrees; that this ſtain upon 


the honour of the kingdom, this diſgrace that raiſes indignation

Hs Majeſty having received undoubted intelligence, th 
preparations are making at Dunkirk, and other ports o 
France, which are now in great forwardneſs, for invading this 
kingdom with a conſiderable number of forces, in ſupport of 
the rebellion carrying on here, in favour of the Pretender to 
his crown; and ſome French troops being already actually 
landed in Scotland, under the command of a perſon who has 
ſent a meſſage to the generals of ſome of his Majeſty's forces, 
declaring that he is come into this kingdom to make war againſt 
his Majeſty by the orders of the French King ; his Majeſty has 
thought it proper to acquaint the Houſe of Commons with an 
event of ſuch high importance to his crown, and to the peace 
and ſecurity of theſe kingdoms. And his Majeſty having, the 
laſt ſummer, taken into his ſervice 6,000 Heſſian troops, by 
virtue of a treaty concluded between his Majeſty and the King 
of Sweden, Landgrave of Heſſe Caſſel, dated the + day o 
June, 1745, has judged it neceſſary to direct the ſaid Heſſian 
troops to be brought into this kingdom, in order, in conjunc- 
tion with his Majeſty's Britiſh forces, the more effeQually ta 
repel the ſaid invaſion, and to ſuppreſs the preſent rebellion. 
His Majeſty therefore doubts not, from the experienced zeal
